"The  License  Act,  irrespective  of  whether  the  liquor  or  temper-

Again,  in  the  House,  as  reported  on  19th  April,  1907^  Mr.  Whitney 
said  :— 

"1  believe  it  to  be  he  duty  of  every  good  man  to  do  all  in  his 
"power  to  minimize  the  effects  of  the  «'intc  evil  in  the  province.  I 
"nave  stood  by  this  and  would  do  so  again,  even  if  the  extreme 
"temperance  man  and  liquor  man  hunted  in  couples,  as  at  the  last 
"election." 

Has  The  Law  Been  Enforced  ? 

Mr.  Whitney's  attitude  on  this  question,  as  leader  oi  the  Opposition, 
left  no  room  for  doubt  or  misunderstanding  as  to  where  he  stood.  The  el- 
ectors took  him  at  his  word  and  elected  him  to  office  with  an  emphatic 
mandate  to  carry  out  his  pledge.    Has  he  done  so  ? 

As  Premier  of  this  ^eat  province,  he  assigned  to  me  the  important 
duty  of  administering  the  Liquor  License  Law.  I  could  have  no  doubt  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  trust  imposed  upon  me.  I  came  to  my  duties  determined 
to  carry  out  the  pledges  so  repeatedly  given.  Our  first  effort  was  to  select 
as  Liquor  License  Commissioners  men  who  could  command  at  once  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  community.  In  the  great  mHJori'y  of  cases 
we  have  succeeded  in  doing  so.  We  adopted  a  like  course  m  uur  appoint- 
ments of  inspectors  where  changes  were  made,  and  we  at  once  by  circular 
notified  the  commissioners  and  mspectors  alike  as  to  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment with  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  asked  them  to  see 
to  it  that  the  licensees  of  the  province  "kept  hotel." 

We  spared  no  pains  to  impress  upon  the  commissioners  and  inspectors 
alike  that  tne  law  should  be  properly  enforced.  Have  we  sueseeded  in  se- 
curing proper  enforcement?  It  has  fortunately  not  been  left  for  me  to 
answer  that  question.  We  ask  the  liquor  license  holders,  and  they  answer 
"Yes."  We  ask  the  temperance  people,  and  tney  answer  "Yes."  We 
need  not  stop  here.  We  go  to  the  columns  of  the  temperance  press,  and  we 
find  there  repeated  expressions  of  gratitude  to  the  Government  for  their 
honest  effort  to  enforce  the  law.  We  find  like  expressions  in  the  resoluti- 
ons of  the  conierences  and  meetings  of  the  different  churches  of  the  pro- 
vince. We  find  the  same  answer  as  well  in  letters,  not  by  the  score,  but  by 
the  hundred,  that  have  reached  the  department  from  all  classes,  eommend- 
ing  the  government  for  its  earnest  enforcement  of  the  law.  It  m  true  that 
this  condition,  whiL  very  general,  may  not  be  without  exceptions,  but  I  ean 
assure  the  electors  of  the  province  that  where  this  is  not  the  condition  local- 
ly, it  is  not  for  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 

As  to  The   Special   Officers 

But  I  hear  some  one  say  :  "As  to  all  this  I  am  agreed,  but  I  do  not 
like  your  methods.  Why  do  you  employ  men  specially  charged  with  the 
collecting  of  evidence  ?  Tne  facts  are  that  early  in  the  administration  of 
this  law,  we  found  that  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  chose  locally  respons- 
ible, the  law  was  at  times  being  violated.  Complaints  would  reach  the 
Department  from  responsible  sources;  each  complaint  would  be  sent  back 
to  the  License  Commissioners  and  Inspector  of  the  district  from  which  it 
came.     From  the  Inspector  we  would  receive  the  report— "I  have  inveotig-

wipe  out  the  trade  entirely  by  adoplinn  Local  Option.  They  mated  plainly 
that  they  came  to  the  Department  as  a  matter  of  «^.,-pre«<!rvation,  and 
they  wiiihcd  u«  to  see  to  it  that  tl.e  law  was  strictly  observed  and  enforced 
in  that  town.  They  assured  us  of  their  boat  assistance  in  the  work.  These 
men  expressed  the  view  that  the  choice  of  this  province  m  not  between  the 
Liquor  License  Act  observed  and  an  open  house,  but  is  between  the  Liquor 
License  Act  observed  and  no  license  at  all.  Can  anyone  possibly  doubt  that 
these  men  were  riifht  in  the  views  they  thus  expressed. 

The  Three-Fifths  Clause 

But  while  you  may  agree  with  all  this,  there  are,  no  doubt,  some  who 
liisairree  with  the  three-tlftns  clause.  In  the  revision  of  the  Act  in  1!K)«,  of 
the  many  amendments  made  by  the  (jovernment  this  is  the  solitary  clause 
to  which  exception  has  been  taken  by  some  of  the  advocates  of  temper- 
ance. There  were  many  other  important  changes  made  in  thil  amending 
Act  which  have  had  universal  approval.    That  amending  Act 

1.  Defines  intoxicating  liquors. 

2.  Prevents  the  issue  of  liquor  licenses  to  the  wife  of  a  member  of  a 
Municii>al  Council,  or  to  the  son  or  daughter  living  with  his  or  her  father 
wiio  is  in  the  council. 

3.  Makes  any  person  in  charge  of  a  boat  or  vessel  responsible  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  thereon. 

4.  Repeals  the  law  as  to  the  special  census  which  was  so  capable  of 
being  abused. 

5.  Prohibits  canvassing  for  orders  for  liquor  in  Local  Option  districts. 

6.  Gives  power  to  the  head  of  the  Department  to  veto  licenses  in 
Provisional  Judicial  Districts. 

7.  Makes  it  compulsory  on  municipal  councils  to  submit  Local  Option 
by-law  on  petition  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  electors,  and  makes  it  compulsory 
on  the  council  to  give  it  the  third  reading  if  the  people  carry  it. 

8.  Provides  against  fraud  in  the  qualities  of  liquors. 

9.  Provides  against  ' '  tied  houses. ' ' 

10.  Provides  that  technicalities  shall  not  prevail  against  convictiona 
good  on  the  merits. 

IL  Provides  that  minors  shall  not  be  permitted  to  act  behind  the  bar. 
All  these  provisions  without  exception,  it  is  agreed  are  good  and 
make  for  the  better  enforn  ment  of  the  law.  But  when  we  come  to  the 
three-fifths  clause,  there  are,  as  I  have  said,  those  who  object. 

The  Practice  Elsewhere 

On  introdicing  the  Bill  in  the  House,  I  quotetl  a  great  mass  of  au- 
thority in  favoi  of  the  three-fifths  clause.  I  pointed  out  that  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  us  u>  certain  licenses,  a  majority  of  all

In  The  Interest  of  Temperance 

The  provision  requiring  a  three-fifths  vote  to  carry  is  one  which  fh<, 
Government  believes  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  better  enfor™mrnt  of  hi 
law.  To  carry  a  local  option  bylaw  does  in  itself  little  for  temperance  but 
a  local  option  bylaw  earned  with  a  strong  sentimert  behin.l  it,  and  proMrlv 
enforced  when  earned,  may  accomplish  much.  Local  Option  was  in  force 
in  upwards  of  10(  municiparities  in  this  province.  I  had  before  me  when  "n^ 
trorfucing  the  bil  a  statement  showing  the  municipalities  in  wh"h  "«« 
option  was  then  alive.  I  found  that  it  was  sl.ll  alive  in  bi.t  fourteen  mun* 
cipahties  that  had  adopted  It  before  the  year  19(10.  and  that  of  these  four 
teen  municipalities  every  solitary  one  of  them  carriinl  it  by  more  than  a 
three  fifths  vote;  in  many  of  these  cases  a  TO  per  cent,  or  SO  per  cent  vote 
It  was  carried  in  those  municipalities  by  a  vote  that  at  once  set  at  rest  all 
opposition  and  secured  a  proper  enforcement,  and  as  a  result  Local  Ontion 
in  these  fourteen  municipalities  survived  every  attempt  at  rep  il  "^The 
many  municipalities  that  earned  it  with  smaller  majorities  repealed  it  at 
the  flrat  opportunity.  In  introducing  the  three-fifths  clause,  we  did  not 
seek  to  legislate  for  any  particular  claas  alone.  We  took  the  whole  histon 
of  sumptuary  leg^lationm  this  province,  and  with  regard  to  the  rSe- 
njente  of  the  whole  people  of  the  province  attempted  to  shape  a  bill  which 
should  establiah  a  condition  of  things  that  woulJ  survive  the  test  of  time 
and  justify  the  bill.    I  predicted  thin  that  while  the  friends  of  temperan^l 


pointed  to  the  three-fifths  clause  as  the  one  objectionable  feature  of  the 
bill,  the  time  would  come  when  with  proper  support  from  the  temperance 
party  themselves,  and  with  proper  enforcement  of  the  law  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  and  the  municipalities  adopting  it,  those  same  people  look- 
ing back  over  four  or  five  years  experience  would  point  to  the  three-fifths 
clause  as  the  one  which  above  all  others  had  advanced  the  cause  of  temper- 
ance. I  am  not  sure  that  that  prediction  then  made  will  not  be  literally 
fulfilled.  It  is  not  in  the  interests  of  temperance  that  local, option  should 
be  adopted  by  a  municipality  only  to  create  bitterness  and  stHfe  between 
different  sections  of  the  people  and  to  be  disregarded  by  the  m^prity:  it  is 
in  the  interests  of  umperance  that  local  option,  if  adopted,  'Should  be 
passed  by  such  a  majority  that  it  will  be  observed,  and  have  a  fair  trial  in 
the  community  that  adopts  it. 

The  Two-thirds  Majority  Principle  in  The 
Churches 

Spi;aVing  in  tbe  Legislative  Assembly,  or  April  10th.  la  reply  to  the 
motion  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Preston  attacking:  the  tbrL'(;-ftftbs  majority  clauxcs  of  the 
Liquor  Lice;<se  Act,  Mr.  Hanna  pointed  out  that  tbe  same  principle  was  em- 
bodied in  the  constitutions  of  tbe  principut  Churches,  in  which  it  must  have 
hoeq  inserted  with  precisel>  the  same  object  as  that  wbicb  had  auima*^cd  tbe 
Oiiturio  Government,  namely,  in  onlur  to  ilihcourajte  inconsiderate  c'lnges. 
Mr.  Hanna  then  quoted  tbe  following;  cxtmeta  from  the  Constitution  of  tbe 
Methodist  Church  and  stated  titat  the  same  principle  obtained  in  ;;rcatcr  or  less 
de-;n'C  in  several  of  the  other  cburchps.

General  Conference  only  »hall  have  full  power 
to  make  liulcs  and  Regulations  for  our  Church  under  the  following  Hmitatfoni 
and  restriciioas : 

(4)  It  shall  not  make  any  change  in  the  General  Rules  of  our  i:k>ciety  ex- 
cept by  a  three-fourthi'  majority  and  if  required  by  either  order  of  ministry  or 
laiiy,  a  two-thirds  viajority  of  each  oider,  voting  separately. 

(5)  No  change  shall  be  made  in  tbe  basi.  of  Union  aficctiojr  constitut- 
ional questiunf>  or  the  rights  or  privileges  of  ministry  or  laity  except  by  a  three 
fourths  majority  of  tbe  General  Conference,  and  if  lequircd  by  either  ministry 
or  laity  a  two-thirds  tiiajority  of  each  order  voting  separately. 

(6)  In  cases  of  the  foregoing  clauses  4  and  5,  it  is  understood!  that  only 
three-fourths  and  two-thirds  resptrctively  of  those  voting  shall  be  required,  pro- 
vided that  the  total  number  present  and  voting  shall  not  be  loss  ihan  ooe-balf 
of  all  the  members  reported  elected. 

Clanse  95.  The  General  Conference  by  a  vote  of  tico-thirds  of  its  members 
shiilt  have  power  to  increase  or  diminish  the  number  or  alter  tbe  boundaries  of 
the  soverul  annuiit  Conferences. 

CTfl'/«  112.  The  General  Conference  may  rc\'erse  any  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Appeal  by  a  three-fourths  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  provid- 
ed that  the  total  number  of  those  present  and  voiim-  shall  be  not  less  than  one- 
half  of  all  tire  members  reported  denied.
